Mr.  Chairman,  Councillor  Porter 
and  Gentlemen, 


I  have  pleasure  in  presenting  to  you  my  Annual  Report  on  the 
health  of  the  town  for  the  year  1964*  The  report  takes  its  usual 
form  and  contains  a  section  on  the  work  of  the  Public  Health 
Inspectors  and  Cleansing  Department  and  also  a  section  on  those 
services  administered  by  the  County  Council  in  this  area. 

The  year  under  review  passed  by,  in  the  main,  uneventfully 
and  even  pleasantly  for  the  staff  in  their  new  surroundings  which 
we  occupied  in  March  and  which  were  officially  opened  in  July.  If 
one  measures  success  in  the  preventive  field  by  the  absence  of 
epidemiological  crises, then  I964  was  a  good  year  because  we  had 
no  major  catastrophes  which  hit  the  headlines  as  v/as  the  case  in 
Aberdeen.  Ihere  are,  however,  other  criteria  to  be  considered 
and  I  would  specifically  mention  the  death  rates  over  the  years 
which  have  shown  no  tendency  to  approximate  closer  to  the  national 
average.  In  I964  it  was  14.52  compared  with  a  figure  for  England 
and  Yfales  of  11. 5.  It  is  generally  recognised  that  among  the 
reasons  for  this  are  the  industrial  nature  of  the  area,  the  effects 
on  the  individual’s  health  and  wellbeing  of  poor  housing  conditions 
and  the  condition  of  the  air  he  breathes .  Ihere  is ,  of  course ,  the 
added  question  of  climate  over*  which  we  have,  as  yet,  no  control. 

You  are  making  rapid  strides  in  the  field  of  slum  clearance  and  it  is 
hoped  to  complete  the  elimination  of  unfit  houses  included  in  the 
report  of  1955  by  196? *  One  has  to  take  into  account  the  deteri¬ 
oration  of  houses  not  in  the  original  survey  and  the  department  is 
preparing  information  about  these  houses  which  could  be  the  subject 
of  closing  or  demolition  orders  when  our  present  programme  is 
complete.  The  condition  of  the  air  remains  unchanged  because  the 
smoke  control  areas  have  not  been  extended  and  our  work  in  this 
field  has  come  to  a  halt.  The  countiynian  has  many  advantages 
over  the  tovm  dv/eller  and  clean  air  is  one  of  them,  resulting 
in  a  reduced  incidence  of  chest  complaints.  The  sooner  we  give 
the  tovm  dv/eller  cleaner  air  to  breathe  the  quicker  shall  we 
relieve  him  of  the  burden  of  a  chronic  cough  v/ith  its  associated 
diminished  capacity  for  work  and  liesure  and  reduced  expectation 
of  life. 
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It  is  with  regret  that  I  have  to  report  the  death  during  the 
year  of  the  deputy  Chairman,  Alderman  H,  V/hite,  Alderman  V/hite 
had  shovm  great  fortitude  and  strength  over  the  years  and  these 
qualities  v/ere  particularly  marked  during  his  year  as  I.Iayor; 
his  contributions  to  your  deliberations  were  also  useful  and 
constructive  and  he  has  been  sadly  missed. 

During  the  year  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Committee 
have  given  invaluable  help  and  advice  and  I  would  like  to  thanlc 
them  along  with  the  members  of  the  Staff  for  their  loyal  support.

PHYSICAL  FEATURES  OF  THE  DISTRICT. 

The  Borough  of  Stalybridge  is  roughly  triangular  in  shape , 
bordered  on  the  south  side  by  the  Municipal  Borough  of  Dukinfield 
and  on  the  north  west  by  the  Municipal  Borough  of  Ashton-under-Lyne 
and  on  the  north  and  east  by  Mossley  and  Mottram  respectively. 

The  River  Tame,  which  at  this  point  is  the  boundary  of 
Lancashire  and  Cheshire,  divides  the  town;  the  northern  half  lies 
in  Lancashire,  whilst  the  southern  half  lies  in  Cheshire.  For 
administrative  purposes  the  Borough  is  considered  to  be  in  Cheshire. 

The  Borough,  surrounded  by  hills  on  all  sides  except  the  west 
is  situate  on  the  westerly  slopes  of  the  Pennine  Chain,  7'i‘  miles 
east  of  Manchester  and,  although  the  main  portion  of  the  town  is 
built  round  the  River  Tame  at  approximately  400  feet  above  sea  level, 
the  ground  on  the  eastern  side  rises  to  a  height  of  1,000  feet. 

SOCIAL  CONDITIONS. 

I  am  indebted  to  Miss  M.  D.  Longden  of  the  Ministry  of  Labour 
for  the  figures  relating  to  industry  in  the  town.  From  them  it  will 
be  seen  that  textiles  continue  to  employ  the  bulk  of  the  people  working 
in  the  town,  the  next  in  order  of  importance  being  engineering  and  elec¬ 
trical  goods . 
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The  comparative  'average  of  unemployed  fell  from  262  in  I963  to 
183  in  1964  (144  men  and  39  vromen) ,  the  highest  figure  of  233  being 
reached  in  January,  The  figures  include  36  disabled  persons  of  whom 
33  are  men  -  a  slight  decrease  on  the  I963  figures.  The  numbers

BIRTH  RATE 


There  was  a  decrease  in  the  births  dji  the  Borough  in  I964 
when  360  were  recorded.  This  figure  is  made  up  of  I90  males  and  I70 
females,  and  gives  a  corrected  livebirth  rate  of  18.45  thousand 
population.  Once  again  the  number  of  illegitimate  births  increased, 
from  25  to  30  representing  8.3^of  all  births.  This  rate  has  for 
many  years  varied  betv/een  4^^  and  ^0  but  the  last  four  years  have  shovm 
a  gradual  increase  s-

If  this  rats  is  a  reflection  of  the  moral  standards  of  the  day 
attended  by  lack  of  self  discipli.....e  and  responsibility  to  the  community 
and  the  individual,  it  is  regrettable  that  the  trend  is  as  it  is  and  I 
have  no  record  in  my  files  of  a  figure  ever  recorded  as  high  as  that 
for  the  year  under  review. 
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DEATH  RATE. 


The  nu]iber  of  deaths  the  Borough  decreased  by  17  to  294* 

Of  these  145  were  males  and  149  were  females  giving  a  crude  death 
rate  of  13.57  per  thousand  population. 

The  corrected  death  rate  for  Stalybridge,  that  is  the  death 
rate  adjusted  for  the  particular  variations  in  age  and  sex  distri¬ 
bution  in  Stalybridge  compared  v^ith  the  country  as  a  -whole ,  was 
14.52.  Once  again  the  commonest  cause  of  death  was  heart  disease 
which  claimed  98  victims  against  95  1963.  Coronary  disease 

accounted  for  55  of  these  deaths,  a  slight  decrease  on  the  year 
before  when  there  were  57*  Chest  conditions  resulted  in  the 
deaths  of  44  people  (3I  male  and  13  female)  included  in  v/hich 
figure  are  I7  deaths  from  cancer  of  the  lung  and  I5  deaths  from 
bronchitis . 

The  number  of  suicides  remained  the  same  as  in  I963  when  there 
were  2.  Beth  deaths  were  female  as  opposed  to  male  in  that  year. 

IIIFAHT  MORTALITY  RATE. 

There  v/ere  8  infant  deaths  during  the  year  compared  with 
5  in  1963.  This  represents  a  rate  of  22.22  (l2.92  in  1963). 

Swings  of  this  nature  are  likely  when  dealing  with  small  numbers 
but  I  would  call  your  attention  to  Table  VI  which  shows  the  down¬ 
ward  trend  since  I9OO. 

STILLBIRTHS. 

There  were  8  stillbirths  notified  in  1964  giving  a  rate  of 
21.74  per  thousand  related  births  (15.27  in  1963). 

NEO-MATAL  DEATH  RATE. 

The  neo-natal  death  rate,  which  represents  the  number  of 
deaths  of  infants  under  4  w'-eeks  of  age  per  thousand  livebirths, 
was  11.11  compared  with  5.I68  in  I963. 

PERI-NATAL  DEATH  RATE. 

This  re.te  is  based  on  the  mortality  in  the  period  surrounding 
the  birth  and  includes  both  neo-natal  deaths  and  stillbirths.  It 
increased  this  year,  32.61  mainly  as  a  result  of  the  increa-sed 
number  of  stillbirths.

WATER  SUPPLIES 

7  samples  of  water  were  taken  for  bacteriological  examination 
and  the  results  were  recorded  as  follows 

2  samples  of  Town's  water  were  found  to  be  satisfactory. 

3  samples  of  a  small  chlorinated  supply  serving  185  houses  in  the 
Millbrook  area  were  taken,  2  were  satisfactory  and  1  unsatisfactory. 

2  samples  of  the  spring  supplies  in  the  Carrbrook  and  Millbrook 
area  were  taken  and  all  returned  satisfactory  results.  One  rural 
supply  in  the  Carrbrook  district  is  closely  v/atched  by  the  department 
and  I  am  glad  to  report  that  the  improvement  broaght  about  by  filters 
has  been  meuntained.  This  filtered  water  has  always  proved  to  be  of 
a  satisfactory^  quality. 

I  am  indebted  to  the  Engineer  and  Manager  of  the  Ashton-u-Lyne , 
Stalybridge,  Dukinfield  (District)  V/ater\7orks ,  Mr.  M.  T.  B.  Whitson,

Chemical  treatment  is  constant  and  frequent  tests  are  taken  to  ensure 
that  breakpoint  chlorination  is  present  giving  a  free  chlorine  reading  of 
two  parts  per  million  with  a  potential  hydrogen  reading  of  7*8  parts  per 
million.  The  resultant  bacterial  counts  under  these  conditions  have  been 
nil.

SraCIEIC  IITPECTIONS. 


There  was  an  increased  number  of  measles  during  I964  which  resulted 
in  an  overall  increase  in  the  incidence  of  infectious  diseases.  The 
number  of  cases  of  tuberculosis  fell  to  only  six  -  a  pleasing  feature, 
and  the  incidence  of  dysentery  was  also  very  low  for  the  second  year 
in  succession.  Apart  from  measles  and  to  a  lesser  extent  whooping 
cough,  the  infectious  diseases  no  longer  present  a  major  problem  in  the 
boroughi^  though  one  has  to  be  always  on  the  alert  for  sudden  epidemics 
these  days  usually  connected  with  food  poisoning  or  the  importation  of 
smallpox.  There  is  no  doubt  that  an  effective  measles  vaccine  v/ould  be 
more  than  \;elcome  at  the  present  time  and  v;ould  be  a  useful  'weapon  in 
reducing  the  incidence  of  this  condition  to  the  level  of  diphtheria, 
poliomyelitis  and  smallpox. 

For  some  years  past  the  Regional  Controller  of  the  Ministry  of 
Pensions  and  National  Insurance  has  issued  v/eekly  figures  of  the 
number  of  new  claims  for  sickness  benefit  made  during  the  preceding 
seven  days.  This  is  a  useful  g^ide  to  the  sickness  in  the  tovm 
although  it  does  not,  unfortunately,  specify  the  conditions  res¬ 
ponsible.  The  figures  obtained  from  the  Ministry  are  shov/n  in 
graphical  foirni  on  page  24.

Mr.  Chairman,  Councillor  Porter  &  Gentlemen, 

I  have  pleasure  in  presenting  to  you.  vay  eighteenth  Annual 
Report  on  the  work  of  the  Cleansing  Department  and  Public  Health 
Inspectors  section  of  the  Public  Health  Department. 

Clearance  of  unfit  houses  v/as  again  one  of  the  main  activities 
and  our  target  figure  v/as  once  more  exceeded. 

It  is  very  much  regretted  that  the  declaration  of  fui’ther  Smoke 
Control  Areas  is  suspended  for  the  time  being  (apart  from  newly 
developed  and  redeveloped  sites).  This  decision  followed  the 
issue  of  Circular  69/63. 

A  weekly  collection  of  refuse  for  the  whole  of  the  town, 
including'  the  hillside  cottages,  is  in  operation  except  immediately 
follov/ing  holiday  periods  or  when  gangs  are  undermanned.  Each  year 
the  recruitment  of  relief  labour,  during  the  Summer  Holiday  period, 
is  more  difficult  and  high  wages  paid  in  industry  make  the  task  of 
retaining  suitable  labour  a  problem.  Fortunately  we  have  a  good 
percentage  of  loyal  employees ,  a  number  of  which  are  approaching 
retiring  age  -  their  replacement  will  not  be  easy.  The  considerable 
development  taking  place  in  the  tovm  creates  further  problems  for  the 
Cleansing  Department  -  some  estates  are  designed  without  any  thought 
being  given  to  the  essential  service  of  refuse  removal  and  some  of 
the  bins  have  to  be  carried  an  unreasonable  distance. 

Ii/Ir,  F,  B.  Marshall  the  second  additional  Public  Plealth  Inspector 
left  the  service  of  the  Corporation  in  September  and  Mr.  I.  G.  Taylor, 
replaced  him  iii  October.  The  help  and  assistance  given  by  Ivir.  C,  F. 
Spencer  the  Senior  Additional  Public  Health  Inspector |  the  two 
additional  Public  Health  Inspectors  during  their  employment  with  us 
and  the  staff  of  the  Public  Health  Department  is  again  very  much 
appreciated.  Mr.  Ellison,  the  nev/  Cleansing  Department  Foreman, 
is  able  and  willing  to  tackle  any  job  in  the  Cleansing  Departmient  and 
has  more  than  justified  his  appointment. 

Alderman  White,  the  Deputy  Chairman,  passed  away  on  1st  March 
and  his  passing  was  very  much  regretted.  During  the  period  he  was 
Deputy  Chairman  he  was  very  much  interested  in  the  work  of  the  Depart¬ 
ment. 
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In  conclusion  I  would  also  like  to  place  on  record  my 
appreciation  of  the  help  and  assistance  received  from  the  Chair¬ 
man  and  Deputy  Chairman  of  the  Public  Health  Committee  and  the 
support  and  interest  shown  by  the  members.

IvIEiiT  MD  OTHER  FOODS  INSPECTION. 

The  Meat  Inspection  Regulations,  19^3  have  now  been  in  operation 
over  a  year.  The  operation  of  the  regulations  has  worked  smoothly  in 
otalybridge  due  to  each  Public  Health  Inspector  working  on  Saturday  and 
Sunday  i^iomings  one  v/eek-end  in  three.  Meat  inspection  was  also  carried 
out  on  Easter  Sunday  and  Trinity  Sunday.  The  number  of  animals  slaughtered 
shov/ed  a  decrease  -  the  week-end  "kill”  is  over  of  the  total.

No  licence  is 
issued  without  the  vehicle  being  inspected  and  approved  by  the  Public 
Health  Department  and  in  this  way  a  reasonable  standard  of  mobile  food 
shop  is  attained. 


ICE  CREAIVI. 

Distribution  of  ice  cream  within  the  Borough  continues  to  be  very 
satisfactory,  only  closed  motor  vans  and  trailers  specially  constructed 
and  equipped  with  hot  and  cold  water  are  used.  The  factory  in  which 
ice  cream  is  manufactured  is  structurally  unsatisfactory  but  the  equip¬ 
ment  is  excellent.  Plans  have  been  passed  for  the  erection  of  a  new 
factory  and  it  is  hoped  that  building  will  commence  next  year.

No  contraventions  of  the  regulations  were  noted  during  the  formal  obser¬ 
vations  but  a  close  v/atch  3s  kept  on  two  or  three  firms  who,  on  occasions,  do 
emit  smoke. 

If  emissions  are  noted  during  informal  observations  a  word  with  the 
management  usually  leads  to  improvement.  The  faults  found  are  either 
breakdown  of  mechanical  stokers  or  the  usual  ’’human  error”.

The  Hague/Stonecliffe/Heyrod  Smoke  Control  Order,  details  of  which 
were  given  in  the  1962  Annual  Report  came  into  operation  on  1st  March, 
1964.  The  date  of  operation  had  been  deferred  five  months  due  to  delay 
in  contractors  carrying  out  grate  conversions.  1^205  premises  are  in¬ 
cluded  in  this  Order. 

During  the  year  it  was  decided  to  make  three  further  Smoke  Control 
Orders  covering  land  being  developed  -  two  of  these  -  one  covering  the 
Lindenwood  development  and  the  other  covering  the  development  of  Hollins 
Gardens  and  certain  sites  of  demolished  property  in  Castle  Hall,  were 
confirmed  by  the  Ministry.  The  date  of  operation  in  each  case  being 
1st  July,  1965 •  The  third  area  covers  the  site  of  Manchester  Overspill 
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development  at  Buckton  Vale  and  confirmation  was  expected  in  19^5  with 
an  operative  date  in  the  Spring  of  I966. 

Owing  to  the  considerable  increase  in  cost  of  carryihg  out  grate 
conversions  following  Circular  No.  69/63  the  Council  deferred  making  any 
further  Smoke  Control  Order,  except  for  land  being  developed  or  re¬ 
developed,  for  the  time  being. 

Over  2^/0  of  all  houses  in  the  town  are  now  included  in  Smoke  Control 
Areas .

The  number  of  ashbins  emptied  has  increased  whilst  the  number  of 
loads  has  decreased.  The  decrease  in  loads  is  due  to  larger  refuse 
collection  wagons  being  used  -  the  third  dual-tip  was  delivered  early 
in  the  year. 


Refuse  collection  is  now  carried  out  weekly  throughout  the  Borough 
including  hillside  cottages,  except  immediately  following  holiday  periods 
and  when  gangs  are  depleted  through  sickness.  Due  to  full  employment 
in  industry  it  is  becoming  increasingly  difficult  to  keep  a,  full  staff 
and  were  it  not  for  the  loyal  service  of  a  large  percentage  of  the  men 
the  service  v/ould  be  in  danger  of  breaking  down.  On  a  number  of 
occasions  the  Foreman  (Mr.  N.  Ellison)  has  had  to  drive  a  wagon  and 
the  loading  shovel  when  drivers  have  been  off  work  due  to  sickness. 

Whilst  this  is  not  part  of  his  normal  duty  it  has  been  done  willingly. 


New  development  and  the  redevelopment  of  sites  cleared  of  unfit 
houses  creates  refuse  collection  problems  and  the  adjustment  of  the 
collection  rounds  has  to  be  carried  out  at  intervals.  Several  new 
estates  a,re  being  built  and  consideration  V7ill  have  to  be  given  to 
employing  additional  men  or  carrying  out  overtime  working. 

Provision.. of  Ashbins. 


As  from  April  1st  1952,  ashbins  v/ere  supplied  by  the  Coimcil  as  a 
charge  against  General  Rate  Fund  and  since  that  date  5,838  ashbins  have 
been  supplied.  During  the  year  413  bins  v^ere  supplied  to  domestic 
premises  and  88  bins  were  sold. 

Pail  Collection. 

The  pails  serving  the  40  -  50  hillside  farms  and  cottages  are 
emptied  each  v/eek  on  Saturday  morning  -  including  holiday  periods. 

A  pail  collection  trailer  is  used  and  the  contents  are  discharged 
into  a  severer.

£11.12.9d.  and  for  drivers  £12.5.0d.  plus  7/"  psr  week  service  supple¬ 
ment  for  each  full-time  employee  with  at  least  five  years  continuous 
service  v/ith  a  local  authority. 

Dean  Street  Depot. 

A  fire  occurred  in  the  paper  baling  shed  on  1st  January,  1964* 
About  1-|-  tons  of  waste  paper  v/as  destroyed  and  damage  caused  to  the 
wiring  of  the  baling  machine.  This  is  the  third  fire  to  take  place 
in  the  baling  shed  v/ithin  a  period  of  three  years  and  it  is  felt  that 
the  fires  have  been  caused  by  trespassers.  Asbestos  lined  doors  have 
been  fitted  to  the  baling  shed  in  a  further  effort  to  reduce  fire  risk. 


DISPOSAL. 


All  refuse  v/as  tipped  at  the  Brushes  Tip.  In  June  a  major  engine 

breakdov/n  occurred  in  our  loading  shovel,  during  the  ten  days  it  v;as  out 
of  action,  Dukinfield  Cleansing  Department  helped  out  by  loaning  their 
loading  shovel  when  it  could  be  spared. 

During  one  period  of  tv/o  Y;eeks  in  May  -  the  Brushes  Tip  was  set  on 
fire  four  times  by  trespassers.  One  of  the  fires  v/as  extinguished 
quickly  by  the  Fire  Service  and  the  others  v/ere  dealt  vvith  by  ourselves 
using  the  200  gallon  capacity  pail  emptying  trailer  and  sealing  v/ith  clay. 
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TippinA"  Sites. 


A  small  tipping  site  was  obtained  in  Quarry  Street  -  planning 
permission  to  use  the  site  was  obtained.  The  quarry  which  is  on 
Corporation  owned  land  will  be  used  at  present  for  bad  weather  tipping. 

No  further  progress  has  yet  been  made  in  obtaining  an  additional 
large  capacity  site.

This  is  gratifying  in  viev/  of  the  gradual  fall  over  the  previous  year. 

As  before  the  sessions  were  conducted  one  day  each  week  by  the  General 
Practitioners  and  one  day  each  week  by  nyself.  This  is,  I  think,  a  good 
arrangement  as  it  brings  the  Health  Visitors  into  contact  vvith  the 
Practitioners  and  at  the  same  time  allows  the  doctors  to  play  their  part 
in  this  type  of  preventive  work.  As  in  the  past,  the  clinics  'were  supported 
by  the  specialist  services  about  which  there  are  more  details  later  in  the 
report . 

There  Y;ere  no  staff  changes  to  report. 

Health  Centre,  Stalybridge 

The  move  to  the  new  building  took  place  during  the  early  part  of  the 
year.  'Wnile  the  new  rooms  were  modern  and  clean  and  designed  for  the  work 
v/e  do  we  v/ere  nevertheless  a  little  sad  to  leave  a  building  which  has 
functioned  so  well  since  1935 »  Although  the  ground  floor  at  the  Mechanics' 
Institute  was  a,dapted  for  our  needs,  the  accommodation  proved  to  be 
adequate,  largo  and  very  convenient  and  our  first  impression  in  the  new 
building  v/as  like  forcing  a  size  three  shoe  onto  a  size  eight  foot. 

Hov/evor,  we  quickly  settled  down  and  we  now  appreciate  the  advantages  of 
modern  amenities  in  a  building  in  which  it  is  possible  to  house  all  the 
services  connected  with  health.  The  general  public  a.lso  have  appreciated 
the  change  as  is  demonstrated  by  the  marked  increase  in  attendances  in  I964. 
In  all  there  v/erc  229  new  cases  and  3^154  visits  were  made  to  the  child 
welfare  clinics.

As  with  IXikinfield  and  Stalybridge  Clinics,  the  number  of  attend¬ 
ances  increased  from  885  in  I963  to  1,217»  This  is  more  than  pleasing  when 
it  is  realised  that  the  number  of  cases  was  almost  the  same  in  the  two  years. 

During  the  latter  part  of  the  year  the  Committee  agreed  to  conduct  a 
child  v/elfare  clinic  on  Wednesdays  for  a  tria.!  period  but  the  attendances 
proved  to  be  so  small  as  to  make  the  project  uneconomical.  The  clinics  have 
therefore  been  discontinued. 

Voluntary  Workers 

Once  again  on  behalf  of  the  Committee  and  the  nursing  staff  I  would 
like  to  express  my  sincere  thaiiks  and  appreciation  for  the  work  so  willingly 
and  cheerfully  given  at  the  Dukinfield,  Stalybridge  and  Millbrook  clinics  by 
the  voluntary  workers  during  the  year. 

General 

As  mentioned  earlier  the  year  was  unique  because  of  our  move  to  new 
premises  in  Stamford  Street,  \7hil9  lie  are  still  suffering  from  minor 
teething  troubles  in  connection  with  the  building  itself  (for  example  we  are 
still  lacking  the  necessary  signs  outside  the  building)  the  staPf  has 
quickly  settled  dovm  in  well  nigh  ideal  conditions.  As  a  result  our  sense 
of  frustration  has  disappeared,  the  quality  of  work  has  I  think  improved, 
and  we  are  no  longer  fighting  a  losing  battle  against  both  the  elements  and 
the  discomfort  brought  about  by  the  crumbling  fabric  of  an  old  and  outworn 
building. 

Apart  from  improved  v/orking  conditions  the  a-dvantages  created  by  the 
whole  of  the  County  and  District  health  services  being  under  one  roof  have 
proved  to  be  to  the  benefit  of  all.  There  is  now  a  far  greater  economy  of 
time  and  effort  as  a  result  of  this  proximity  of  services  and  I  feel  there 
has  been  created  a  team  spirit  v;hich  augers  well  for  the  future. 

The  official  opening  by  Sir  George  Godber  in  July  was  a  pleasant 
occasion  probably  not  so  well  attended  as  one  would  have  liked  in  view  of 
the  importance  of  the  occasion  and  the  status  of  the  opener  but  one  had  the 
impression  that  there  was  a  far  greater  unity  betY\reen  the  local  medical 
services  as  a  result  than  is  evident  from  the  national  unrest  which  is 
evident  today.

There  were  no  general  office  staff  changes  during  the  year  -  I 
consider  we  are  lucky  in  this  Division  to  have  maintained  basically  the  same 
staff  for  many  years  -  in  fact  the  senior  staff  is  still  the  same  as  it  was 
when  the  divisional  scheme  was  inaugurated  in  1948?  a  record  wiiich  I  am  sure 
few  divisions  can  boast. 

Births 


In  1964  there  were  645  births  notified  compared  with  646  in  1963«  Of 
these  645?  10  were  stillbirths.  The  number  of  births  talcing  place  in 
hospital  or  maternity  homes  fell  to  50'/o.  This  means  a  greater  strain  on  the 
domiciliary  midv;ifery  service  which  is  also  dealing  to  a  greater  degree  with

The  cost  of  the  Day  Nursery  service  continues  to  increase  year  hy  year 
and  1964  was  no  exception  to  this  rule.  The  increase  as  far  as  the  Dukinfield 
Nurser;^^  is  concerned  was  from  18/7|d/day  to  19/8|d.  This  situation  is  also 
reflected  in  the  County  figures.  There  were  approximately  12  priority  cases 
out  of  the  total  of  35  approved  places.

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VACCINATION  AND  B'MJNISATION 


Although  the  numbers  vaccinated  against  smallpox  increased,  the 
figure  for  I964  failed  to  reach  the  level  we  normally  expect.  I  think 
the  main  reason  for  this  is  the  altered  routine  whereby  vaccination  is 
not  carried  out  until  12  months  -  2  years  by  which  time  many  mothers 
have  become  somev;hat  tired  of  subjecting  their  babies  to  an  immunization 
procedure.  I  think  there  is  a  great  deal  to  be  said  for  combining  the 
poliomyelitis  and  triple  techniques  and  although  it  is  appreciated  that 
the  Ministry  of  Health  has  not  yet  seen  fit  to  approve  this  rationale, 
because  this  is  so  our  protection  rates  are  being  affected.

Handicapped  Persons 

Once  again  I  have  included  a  table  shov/ing  the  state  of  the 
handicapped  persons  register  at  the  end  of  the  year.  The  numbers  quoted 
are  not  necessarily  accurate  as  a  person  is  not  included  without  his 
knowledge  and  these  figures  arc,  therefore,  below  the  actual  ones.  V/hen 
requested  the  Committee  has  alvfays  talcen  a  sympathetic  viev/  of  those  in 
need  and  apart  from  general  help  by  the  provision  of  wheel  chairs,  nursing 
requisites  and  domestic  help,  six  handicapped  persons  vfere  assisted  by 
providing  such  improvements  as  approach  to  the  garage  or  conversion  and  aids 
within  the  house.  In  addition  you  gave  financial  assistance  to  nine  handi¬ 
capped  persons  for  whom  a  convalescent  holiday  had  been  arranged  by  the 
Ivlanchester  and  Salford  Cripples'  Help  Society. 

We  are  finding  a  gradually  increasing  request  for  assistance  from 
handicapped  persons  -  the  result  I  think  of  an  increasing  knowledge  of  what 
the  Divisional  Health  Committee  can  provide  rather  than  an  increase  in  the 
number  of  cases.  I  thinlc  there  is  still  a  large  and  important  field  of  work 
in  this  connection  both  from  a  statutory  and  voluntary  point  of  view  and  I 
would  pa,rticularly  mention  the  excellent  work  done,  by  the  Cripples'  Help 
Society  which  holds  a  Y»reekly  class  in  Dulcinfield  on  Thursday  afternoons 
and  which  is  well  attended.

Vaccination  against  tuberculosis  is  pursued  as  vigorously  as  in  the 
past.  It  is  therefore  all  the  more  regrettable  that  there  has  been  a 
slight  fall  in  the  number  of  consents  received.  In  previous  years  v/e  have 
maintained  an  acceptance  rate  in  the  region  of  8Cf/o  but  in  I983  it  fell  to 
757^  and  in  I964  to  73»97^»  The  importance  of  this  type  of  protection  cannot 
be  over  emphasized  a,nd  I  would  suggest  that  it  has  played  a  part  in  the 
present  low  incidence  of  cai.sumption.  Facilities  are  easily  available  in 
this  Division  and  I  would  strongly  urge  mothers  to  consent  to  this 
vaccination,  particularly  when  their  children  reach  the  senior  schools.

In  addition  to  the  above,  the  folloviring  cases  were  also  dealt 
with  by  the  Mental  \Yelfare  Officer  under  the  Mental  Health  and  allied 
Acts . 


23  male  and  56  female  patients  were  treated  at  Out-patient  Clinics 
during  the  year,  thus  obviating  the  necessity  for  their  admittance 
to  hospital. 

In  the  case  of  7  male  and  9  female  cases,  information  was  laid  to 
the  Mental  Welfare  Officer,  but  after  investigation  of  the 
circumstances,  no  further  action  was  taken  under  the  Mental  Health 
Act. 

Domiciliary  supervision  of  subnormal  and  severely  subnormal  patients 
has  been  carried  out  within  the  district. 
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The  Mental  Welfare  Officer  visited  404  cases  in  their  homes  within 
the  whole  of  the  District,  with  the  Consultant  Psychiatrist,  with 
a  viev/  to  deciding  the  hest  form  of  treatment  to  be  afforded  to  the 
patient . 

6  male  and  4  female  patients  v/ere  referred  to  the  Geriatrician  for 
admission  to  chronic  sick  beds. 

1  male  and  5  female  patients  were  referred  to  the  County  'Welfare 
Department  for  admission  to  residential  accommodation. 

3  male  and  8  female  patients  were  admitted  into  Ashton  General 
Hospital  on  a  day  basis. 

2  male  and  2  female  patients  were  referred  to  other  Agencies  not 
enumerated  above,  i.e.  Ministry  of  Labour  -  Remploy. 

2  male  and  2  female  subnormal  patients  were  admitted  into  hospital 
for  periods  of  short  term  care,  to  relieve  the  parents  of  the 
responsibility  for  a  short  while. 

2  male  and  1  female  subnormal  patient  have  been  admitted  into 
permanent  care. 

The  Mental  Welfare  Officer  arranged  attendance  of  1  male  and  3  female 
subnormal  patients  to  the  Hyde  Adult  Training  Centre. 

After-care  of  patients  discharged  from  Hospital  v/ithin  the  District 
has  been  carried  out  throughout  the  year  and  911  visits  have  been 
made  for  the  Virhole  of  the  District. 

217  patients  have  been  conveyed  to  Out-patient  Clinics  for  consult¬ 
ation  with  the  Consultant  Psychiatrist,  or  to  receive  treatment 
throughout  the  year,  when  necessary. 

In  September,  1964)  we  had  the  satisfaction  of  starting  our  own  Youth 
Club  for  subnormal  patients,  over  the  age  of  l6  years,  in  the  community.  At 
first  we  had  some  doubts  as  to  the  success  of  this  project,  as  it  will  be 
appreciated  we  required  a  great  deal  of  public  support.  I  am  pleased  to  say 
that  the  Social  Club  has  been  very  successful.  V/e  have  the  Youth  Club  each 
Wednesday  evening  and  it  is  held  at  the  Grange  Road  Training  Centre.
